builders France has never been with­ 
out great masters of the chisel. Tradi­ 
tions and an over-accumulating skill 
have been passed on as from father 
to son 
through 
generations imme­ 
morial. 
W ith all that "apostolic suc­ 
cession" of genius we of another race 
are strangely unfamiliar. 
One name, 
however, we associate with that of 
our first president, and for this rea­ 
son, and not because Jean Antoine 
Houdon was the leading sculptor of 
his time, is he sometimes mentioned 
in the Toited States. 
As the "fiirst sculptor of his day" 
Houdon was invited in 1784 by Thom­ 
as Jefferson, representing the state of 
Virginia, to make a statue of General 
Washington. 
On Ju ly 28.

from Southampton, bound for Phila­ 
delphia.
